rovincial Government Work All 
Done By Local Firms—Only 
Contract Went Abroad 


No contracts for public works for 
he province of Alberta have been 
nwarded outside the province, stated 
Hon, George P. Smith The matter 
nvas brought to his attention by a 
story appearing in the = afternoon 
papers on Monday to the effect that 
jocal contractors were apprehensive 
that contracts for some proposed uni- 
versity buildings were going out of 
the province, since it was understood 
that Montreal architects were making 
plans for additions to the university 
group. 

So far as the department of public 
works was concerned, said Mr. Smith, 
they had their own staff of architects, 
who prepared all thelr plans, and no 
contracts had ever been let outside 
the province for the erection of build 


ings or Other works constructed by 
the public works department 

The university board, whicn con- 
trola the university, was a body cor- 
porate, quite distinct, and had thor 
own staff of architects. These drew 
up the plans from time to time as 
new buildings were required, and in 
conformity with the original scheme 
for the university as drawn up by tha 
Montreal firm. Al) contracts for in'- 
Sversity buildings had, however, boen 
let to Alberta firms, with one exvep- 
tion, when, as the result of an open 
tender, an Eastern firm had got the 
contract with a bid of $67,000 lower 


than any of the Alberta bids. 
Mr. Smith felt that a 
wrong impression had gone abroad as 
a result of the story, and the stats- 
ment that local builders were Bo! 
to send a ‘delegation to the gv 
ment to plead for a fair show in the 
award of public works contracts.

British Government and Railway

LONDON, Jan. 2,—The long pending 
wage dispute between the government 
and the railway unions seems to have 
been settled. The victory apparently 
is on the side of the railway men. 

The details of the new offer by the 
government which the national union 
of railwaymen has accepted will be 
announced Sunday. In broad outlines 
they amount to a minimum wage of 
sixty shillings a week for the lowest 
grade of the workers, some of whom 
previously have been paid only fifty 
shillings, with proportional increases 
for men of higher grades. 

Moreover under the plan, should the 
cost of living increase before next Sep- 
tember, wages will be increased one 
shilling for every five per cent. in the 
rise of prices.

Sunflowers, or sunflowers and 
corn mixed, prom’se to become a 
leadine crop in Western Canada dur- 


ling the next few years, especially in 


the “dry” districts. Dean W. J. 
Rutherford of the agrultural faculty 
of Saskatchewan, 
believes that ensilage will help to 
solve the problem of the lean years. 
By storing thelr crops and go'ng tn 
for Mvestock and dairying. the farm- 
ers in the southwestern part of the
